Scene of the Accident. 


The scene of the accident is just the other 
side of McComb’s dam bridge and-at the 
foot of Jerome avenue. From the end of 
the bridge to the avenue there is a sharp 
turn to the left and then to the right. 

Instead of keeping to the right to go up 
the avenue the driver turned and kept on 
to the left in the darkness. The machine 
landed in the ditch and bounded over the 
edge of the embankment, beneath which run 
the New York Central tracks.

Charles Tiedemann of Brooklyn Meets

New York, Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—W hile hunt- 
ing snipe at Jamaica bay meadows late this 
afternoon Charles Tiedemann of Brooklyn 
was accidentally shot and killed by his life- 
long friend, Herman von Hasseln of Brook- 
lyn. Von Hasseln slipped in the quagmire, 
and, falling to the ground, his gun was dis- 
charged, the full load entering Tiedemann’s 
neck. 

The nearest telephone wastwo miles away. 
Leaving the wounded man in charge of his 
brother George, another member of the gun- 
ning party, Von Hasseln ran to telephone 
for a doctor. Dr. Frederick Smith respond-. 
ed. Von Hasseln with Dr. Smith and Police- 
men Hulse and Malahan then hurried back 
to the wounded man. 

In the meantime the tide had begun to flood 
the whole meadow. Dr. Smith had borrowed 
a pair of heavy rubber boots and, putting 
these on, waded out to where Tiedemann 
was. The policemen and Von Hasseln fol- 
lowed, but the mud was so deep it took them 
nearly half an hour to traverse the short dis- 
tance. At one time the three men were waist 
deep in the mire and had to be assisted by Dr. 
Smith, whose rubber boots kept him from 
sinking. 

The succoring party finally got across to 
Tiedemann. Von Hasseln’s brother, who 
also had been shot in the hand, said Tiede- 


" mann had died soon after Von Hasseln start- 


ed for the doctor. 

The policemen then arrested Von Hasseln 
on the charge of homicide. He was locked up 
in the Liberty street station, despite his

‘DOOM FOR MORE ROBBERS, 


FOUR ARE SENTENCED TO PASS 
LIVES BEHIND THE BARS. | 


Latest Heavy Penalties for Chicago 
Holdup Men Make Ninth of Kind 
Within Week—Two of Those Ar- 
raigned Guilty of $1,379 Theft from 
Packing Piant Branch, but One Es- 
eapes with Lighter Penalty—Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Pleased. 


Four more holdup men yesterday were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, making nine 
such penalties within a week. After this 
action attachés of the state's attorney's of- 
fice predicted that holdups and murderous 
assaults by bandits would eventually be a 
thing of the past in Chicago, They.expressed 
themselves as surprised and pleased with 
the results of their efforts to punish bandits. 
Lawyers agree that such sentences will have 
a wholesome effect on the footpad. 

The men who were convicted and sentenced 
were Martin Thorsen, Paul] Kostaski, Frank 
Jarez, and August Bohl. Thorsen will spend 
the rest of his days in the penitentiary, and 
the other three will go to the reformatory. 
Judge McEwen heard the cases, juries fixing 
the penalties, 

Another Takes All the Blame. 


John Tangney, who was tried with Thorsen, 
took all the blame upon himself, but begged 
the jury not to send him to prison for life. He 
said he was willing to accept an indefinite 
sentence of from one to fourteen years. His 
request was granted, as he had not made use 
of a loaded revolver, which he had carried. 
Aesistant State’s Attorney Frank Crowe of- 
fered no vigorous objections, but insisted 
that Thorsen receive the full punishment. It 
was shown that Thorsen was an ex-convict 
and that he had used a loaded revolver in 
committing the robbery. : 

Kostaski, Jarez, and Bohl, also charged 
with robbery with loaded revolvers, were 
sentenced to the reform school because of 
their youth. Tangney and Thorsen held up 
Henry C. Feckler, a clerk in the Blue Island 
branch of the Nelson Morris packing plant, 
and robbed the safe of $1,379.. The rest were 
guilty of robbing @ coat office at Twenty- 
second street and Center avenue on July 5. 
Kostaski is 18 and the others 19 years old, 


Bound to Prove Effective. 


“This law, which inflicts such severe pun- 
ishment on murderous bandits, is bound to 
prove effective,"’ said Mr. Crowe. ‘ Thugs 
and criminals of all classes have been dealt 
with too lightly at the hands of Cook county 
juries. They have found Chicago a most lu- 
crative Meld and they have laughed when 
sentenced to a few months’ or even a few 
years’ iniprisonment. 

‘* More harm has been done by light punish- 
ment in such cases than anything else, and 
the good work should be kept up. When the 
professional thief and sandbagger is brought 
to réalize that he is moving on bad ground 
he will seek other fields which do not seem sa. 
dangerous to his welfare.”

EPISCOPAL DELEGATES FIGHT 
PLAN TO DENOUNCE MOB RULE. 


Southern Deputies in the General Con- 
vention Oppose Resolution Calling 
for Denunciation of the Hanging of 


Bishop Potter of Dragging the Name 
of the Church Into the Mire for His 
Indorsement of Subway Tavern. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Today’s 
session of the Episcopal general convention 
was marked by the following notable feat- 
ures: 

A resolution condemning the lynching of- 
negroes was referred to a special committee 
despite the efforts of delegates from Georgia, 
Mississippi and North Carolina, who sought 
to table It. 

An attempt to censure Bishop Potter, indi- 
rectly, for his connection with the “ subway 
tavern,” was thwarted by a point or order. 
The reports on remarriage of divorced per- 
sons were presented. 
The proposal to change the name of the 
church in the United States received unfa-— 
vorable action. 
The women’s auxiliary to the board of 
missions made its triennial offering. The 
sum amounted to $143,117. Four men were 
required to carry the great plate bearing the 
contribution to the altar. 

The archbishop of Canterbury deliveréd his 
promised message to te church In the United 


Excites the Southern Delegates. 
These were the features of the day’s work in 
the house of delegates, and at times the de- 
bate bordered on the exciting, especially on 
the resolution condemning the lynching of. 
negroes. 
The resolution was offered in the house of 
delegates by Senator Joseph . Stotens- 
burg of Indianapolis, who requested that the 
church give expression to a denunciation of 


the crime. 
Deputy J. C. Buxton of North Carolina, 
who, physically, the biggest man in the 
convention, opposed all consideration of the 
resolution, and moved that it be laid on the 
table. He was supported by delegates from

HARRIMAN GETS 
THE ATCHISON. 
Despite Denials, Union Pacific 
Interests Believed to 
Have Control. 


CLOSE ALLIANCE IS PLAN. 


Merger Would Be Prevented by 
-Fact That Roads Are Par- 
allel to Coast. 


Chicago railroad men yesterday declared 
that E. H. Harriman and his friends have 
secured enough of the Atchison stock to give 
the Union Pacific interests a working control 
of the road. . This conclusion was reached on 
reliable authority, and in spite of the denial 
of President Ripley that a change was in 
contemplation. It was learned that a block 
of from 550,000 to 600,000 shares of Atchison 
stock was secured by a man heavily interest- 
ed in Union Pacific. 

Buying of Atchison stock in the interest 
of. Harriman has been going on during the 
last six months, and there is no telling how 
large the amount held nowis. The total of 
Atchison stock outstanding is 2,161,550 
shares, representing a par value of $114,199,- 
530 of preferred and $101,955,500 of comon, or 
a total of $216,155,030. | 


Stockholders’ Meeting Will Show. 

@he annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Atchison will. be held in Topeka next 
week and it will then develop what truth 
- there is in the reports that the Union Pacific 
practically controls the Atchison. Topeka and 
Santa F6 railway company. The opinion is 
that Harriman will secure representation on 
the Atchison. board of directors. It is not 
belleved he desires absolute control of the 
Atchison, but means to hold an interest large 
enough to enable him to dictate its policy and 
bring about as close en alliance between the 


Union and Southern Pacific and Atchison as 


Mississippi and Georgia. 

Despite the opposition of the southern dele- 
gates the house voted to refer the matter to 
the committee on the state of the ehurch, but 
Dr. W. M. Grosvenor of New York moved 
a reconsideration in order that the matter 


By a yote of 242 to 100 the house reconsid- 
ered the resolution, and it was referred to a 
special committee. The delegates from most 
of the southern dioceses were against hav- 
ing the question aired at this time. 


Criticism for Bishop Potter. 3 
Delegate Buxton immediately introduced 
the resoliition which by inference censured 
Bishop Potter’s indorsement of the subway 
tavern. The resolution declared in effect 
that the bishops of the Hpiscopal _ church 
must not do extraordinary things without 
consulting the church. Delegate Buxton re- 
ferred to Bishop Potter of New York and 
his subway tavern and said the bishop had 
dragged the name of the Episcopal church 
in the mire, as he had no right to do. 
Southern deputies took up the question and 
the debate was getting lively when a Mas- 
sachusetts deputy called attention to the rule 
prohibiting deputies in the house from at- 
tacking members of the other house, that of 
the bishops. The president ruled the point 
well taken and the incident closed. 


English Primate’s Address. 
The two houses met In joint session to listen 
to the address from the archbishop of Canter- 
bury. 

The primate of all England said he had 
come to America primarily to deliver a mes- 
sage from the church of England to the 
church of the United States. But what he 
Teally came for, he said, was to learn how 
a free church in a free state, and a church 
exactly like the church of England, governed 
itself. The Anglican world, he said,-must 
look to America to learn self-government, 
and England is just now in great need of such 
information. 

This statement made a strong impression 
on the convention, for it is believed that the 
archbishop expects to see the church of Eng- 
land disestablished at no distant date. Even 
now it is beginning to deal more with its own 
affairs. 


Divorce and Remarriage. 

The report om the matter of divorce and 
marriage canons was presented by the Rev. 
Dr. Eccleston of Baltimore, and the com- 
mittee was continued. The report related 
simply to the agreement entered into be- 
tween Episcopal, Presbyterian, Methodist, 
and eleven other church bodies, at the inter- 
church conference at New York on Jan. 15 
last. The agreement is that if a couple ask 
a Presbyterian minister to marry them he 
must inquire of them to what religious body 
they belong. If they prove to be Episco- 
palians, and their marriage would not be 
lawful under Episcopal canons, he is to re- 
fuse to marry them. Just so if a Congre- 
gational couple apply ty + Methodist min- 
ister, and eo on through the whole list. Even 
some Unitarian ministers have agreed to 
this common action. It has grown out of 
the attempt in San Francisco three years 
ago to adopt stringent divorce canons, and 
is coneidered a tremendous advance. 

Tonight Bishop Lawrence gave a reception 
to the convention, and the social side Is said 
to be still in danger of swamping the busi- 
ness side.

Hampton is, I believe, 
still alive, stabled for the remainder of his 
days at Stetchworth, Lord Bllesmere’s coun- 
try seat in Cambridgeshire, which is within 
easy distance of Newmarket. The earl has 
also attained a great celebrity for his,breeds 
of white pigs, and some time ago aroused a 
good deal of comment and attention in con- 
nection with his payment with as much as a 
thousand guineas, or over $5,000, for a fight- 
ing game cock, although from his appear- 
ance he is’about the last member of the 
house of lords that one would suspect of being 
addicted to the cruel form of sport known as 
cock fighting. He has served several terms 
as steward of the Jockey olub,and prides him- 


in England, and on never having made a 
bet. . 
Enormously rich, Lord Eliesmere is in- 
debted for his vast wealth to his kinsman, 
the third and last duke of Bridgewater, the 
constructor of the celebrated canal that bears 
his name and the founder of inland naviga- 
tion in Great Britain. At the duke’s death 
his possessions passed first to his nephew, 
the duke of Sutherland, and then on his 
demise to his second one, Lord Francis 
Gower, who assumed the duke of Bridge- 
water’s family name of Egerton, and was 
raised to the peerage as Earl Ellesmere, that 
having been the title borne by the original 
founder of what are known as the Ellesmere 
Egertons, the first Lord Ellesmere having 
been an illegitimate son of Sir Ralph Egerton 
of Ridley, who was lord keeper of the great 
seal to Queen Elizabeth. | 
Ellesmere’s son was promoted to the earldom 
of Bridgewater, which was afterwards pro- 
moted into the dukedom of the same name. 


Bridgewater house, the London home of 
Lord Ellesmere, is not, as so many people 
seem to believe, an ancient mansion, but was 
built some seventy years ago for the first 
Lord Ellesmere of the present creation from 
the designs of Sir Charles Barry, the archi- 
tect of the houses of parliament, on the site 
ot Berkshire house, where, according to 
Pepys’ diary, Lord Clarendon, the chancel- 
ler of King Charies I1., made his home. Itis 
one of the grandest residences, or palaces, of 
the British metropolis, looking out on to 
Green park, from which it is merely sep- 
arated by a large lawn. Its feature is the 
large hall which extends the full length of 
the building and goes right ap to the dome, 
shaped roof, with side galleries, off which are 
Pillars run up to the suramit, 
and at the side are arches, the decorations of 
which consist of the armorial bearings of the 
Egertons, while the staircase has panels of 


The picture gallery contains the most fa- 
mous private collection of paintings in Lon- 
don, its treasures, accumulated by the last 
duke of Bridgewater, comprising Titian’s re- 
nowned “ Three Ages of Man,’’ four Raph- 
aels, fifteen Teniers, Van Dyke's only at- 
tempt to paint the virgin and child, besides 
numerous other old masters and modern 
paintings. Indeed, Bridgewater house is 
what the poet Swinburne so justly pro- 
claims “ a palace of paintings.”

It seems that Don Jaimé was the guest of 
honor at the banquet given by the French 
consul at Newchwang on July 14, the nation- 
al féte day of the republic and the anniver- ) 
sary not alone of the fall of the bastile but 
also of the birth of the French revolution. 
Not: only did Don Jaimé gttend this banquet 
but he Hkewise delivered a remarkable 
speech, in the course of which he discussed 
the Carlist cause and the conflict which is 
raging between the French government and 
the religious orders, professing ideas so liber- 
al and even advanced as to completely de- 
stroy all hope that if ever he became king of 
Spain he would restore the former powers and 
prerogatives of the church and of the re- 
ligious orders, or put into execution the ex- 
ceedingly reactionary political program of 
his father, Don Carlos, as the head of the 
Carlist party. | : 

Of course, this speech made an immense, 
sensation. Indeed, the prince’s presence at 
the banquet is astonishing when the fact is 
“borne in mind that his father, Don Carlos, 
Ms exiled from France as pretender and not 
allowed to set foot on her territory. 


Don Carlos, not content with telegraphing 
and writing to Don Jaim6, calling him to ac- 
count about the,matter, has published in the 
official organ of his party, the Correo Espafiol, 
issued at Madrid, a note over his signature, 
dated from his palace at Venice, and in which 
he declares in the most emphatic language 
that he is horrified by the opinions ascribed 
to his son, that he has made a demgnd upon 
him to repudiate them as diametrically op- 
posed to the interests of the Catholic church 
and of the Carlist party, and in which he 
threatens Don Jaimé with being disowned 

-.both as his son and as the heir to his rights 
unless he immediately complies with the 
paternal demands. Thus far Don Jaimé has. 
failed -to defer thereto, and, according to 
cable dispatches received, relations between 
the two have been entirely broken off. 


The most interesting feature of the matter 
is that since the young king of Spain and his 
family are credited with championing the 
cause of the church-and.of the religious 
orders in Spain against the wishes of the 
people, and against the program of the pres- 
ent Maura cabinet, we are confronted by the 
curious spectacle of Don Alfonso identify- 
ing himself with the political and clerica] 
views which have béen hitherto considered 
as planks of the Carlist platform, while 
Don Jaimé is professing a liberalism that 
has until recently been ascribed to the 
Spanish crown. Indeed, we may yet live to 
see the Spanish clergy and religious orders, 
hief 
ing 
their allegiance to King Alfonso, and the 
liberal element in Spain, to which the Alfon- 
sist line of the Bourbon dynasty owes the 
nea. going over to Don Jaimé. 


Meanwhile the prince’s quarrel with his 
father has given a pretext to the latter to 
stop his allowance and incidentally to add to 
his own income. It must thoroughly be 
understood that’ Don Carlos has no money 
of his own. He possesses a life Interest in 
the colossal fortune of his first wife, whom 
he shamefully neglected and from whom he 
lived separated. This fortune belongs to her 
children, and according to law heshould have 
furnished each of them with a large portion 
thereof on their marriage or on attaining 
their majority. But he has evaded this by 
quarreling with every one of them and lav- 
ishes the money thus retained upon his sec- 
ond and nonroyal wife, Princess Bertha de 
Rohan, with whom his children hold no com-

C. W. Leadbeater’s “‘ CHRISTIAN CREED, 
ITS ORIGIN AND SIGNIFICATION,” tn a 
revised and enlarged etlition, has just been 
In its new form the 
book has been so recast and amplified in 
scope as to be practically a new book. New 
discoveries of Logia, such as that made re- 
cently in Egypt by Messrs. Grenfell and 
Hunt, are giving an increasingly significant 
basis for such research as Mr. Leadbeater 
has pursued into the jorigin of Chfistian 
formule. The author himself, well known 
for years as a former member of the English 
clergy, whose studies in religious matters 
have commanded attention, has come re- 
cently into greater prominence through the 
interest aroused by his lectures in this coun- 
His examination in this book of the 
origin and meaning of the three creeds known 
as the Apostles’, the Nicene, and the Athana- 
Sian creeds, should challenge the attention 
of all professing their statements of faith. 
Whether or no they may agree with Mr. 
Leadbeater’s position his lucid and explicit 
argument is not negligently to be dismissed. 

It is interesting to note in current news dis- 
patches that at the present moment church- 
men in England are discussing a proposal to 
omit the damnatory clauses from the Athan- 
asian creed, itself omitted from the book ef 
common prayer of the American church 
This feeling of repugnance to the statements 
of the requisites for salvation is due, says

“ CHARLES IL.” by Osmund Airy (Long- 
mans, Green & Co.), differs from previous 
lives of the merry monarch in devoting a 
jarge space to a-study of thwmcharacter of 
Charles II. and the influences which made 
him what he was. More than a third of the 
volume is devoted to the years before he 
became king. In narrating the later years 
of his life an attempt has been made, without 
substituting a history of England for that of

The period of Charles IL. is a faverite one 
with novelists and playwrights; the king’s.

How Hugo De Vries Has Modified the 


ROF. HUGO DE VRIBS, the famous 
Dutch scientist, who has been in 
America several weeks, and who de- 
livered' a notable address at the 
world’s congress of sciences af 8t. 
Louis, has been represented as an assailant 
of “Darwinism.” This does not put Prof. 
de Vries in the proper light. He has long 


| been a disciple of Darwin, but differs from 


him on one important point. Darwin be- 
lieved species of plants and animals were 
originated in two ways. (1) Certain mem- 
bers of an existing species undergo, genera- 
tion after generation, slight, imperceptible 
changes of construction and habit, due to 
péculiarities of their .envirorfment. until 
they develop, first into a new variety and 
then into a new species. (2) A new species 
is suddenly created by the birth of an off- 
spring utterly different from its parents, 


the only one by which new species ever 
come into existence. | 

He brings & good deal of interesting evi- 
dence to support his position. He points 
out that plants and animals almost uni- 
versally tend toward and not away from 
the average of their kind. Measurements 
were made of all the recruits enlistéd in the 
Dutch army. It was found that almost all 
of them approached closely to an average. 
The tall and the short were extremely ex- 
ceptional. In his garden at Amsterdam 


tain primrose which was: imported from 
America, and which now runs wild in Hol- 
land. Among thousands of these primroses 
only two slight mutations were found in the 
course ofa year. He transplanted the slight- 
ly changed plants, but their descéndants 
speedily ‘reverted to the original type. Then 
one day there was found a new sort of prim- 
rose, whose leaves were darker, whose foli- 
age was denser, whose fruit was shorter and 
stouter, and whose seeds were larger than 
those of the plant from which they had 
sprung. Prof. de Vries also transplanted 
this new primrose by itself. It has shown 
no tendency to revert to the type of fts an- 
cestors, or to undergo further variation, 
tg looks just ds it did the first day he found 
t. 


That he has been unaPle even partially to 
develop a species by preserving slight varia- 
tions and at the sdme time has originated a 
wholly new species by preserving one sud- 
den and at variation, certainly tends 
strongly support Prof. de Vries’ position. 
‘But it will take a good deal more than this 
to convince students of Darwin's writings 
that Prof. de Vries’ modification of Dar- 
win’s theory is justified. Darwin gave to 
the world an enormous amount of evidence 
tending to show that biological evolution 
takes place by the slow accretion of slight 
varjations far more generally than by sud- 
den, extreme changes in plants and ani- 
mals. The theory of evolution, as import- 
ed from: biology into other sciénces, invaria- 
Lly involves the postulate that this is the 
way development of all kinds commonly 
takes place. Prof. de Vries’ doctrine, if ac- 
cepted, would work a revolution in @évolu- 
tionary philosophy. 

How the theory ef evolution has seized 
upon the intellects and imaginations of 
men and in a few years leavened the whole 
loaf of scientific and philosophic thought,’ 
and even of the thought of men who know 
httle about science or philosophy, is, by the 
way, a story of almost romantic interest. 
Darwin is frequently called the “ father of 
evolution.”” The title would more properly 
be given to Aristotle. More than 2,000 ye 
ago the great Stagirite advanced ideas re- 
garding the development of living organisms 
which modern science has proved correct, 
The term “ evolution” was first introdu 
into biological writings in the eighteenth 
century. Descartes, De Maillet, and Rob-

Thinks: the Custom Should Be

President Hart of the Chicago National 
league club yesterday declined the challenge 
issued. by President Comiskey of the White 
Stockings for a post-season series for the 
championship of Chicago, the declination 
tak@ng the form of a signed statement issued 
to the press, instead of a personal reply to 
President Comiskey’s defi. 

The ground apparently taken by the Colt 
magnate for his stand is that post-season 
series, as at present conducted, are a menace 
to. the welfare of baseball in general. While 
avowedly in favor of such series, when gov- 
erned according to his ideas, President Hart 
makes it plain they should be conducted for 
the good of the public and the clab owners, 
and not for the sode benefit of the players, as 
has been the practice. 


President Hart’s Statement. 


President Hart’s statement follows: 
** When I was elected president of the Chicago 
ball club fifteen years ago the only advice Mr. A.
